WEST PALM BEACH, Fla., Sept. 


19.—W>—Howard Selby, chairman of 
the Palm Beach County Red Cross 
organization, told a conference of 
relief ^workers today that to date 
bodies of 200 persons, victims of 
(he hurricane, had been burled In 
local cemeteries. 
The bodies, half of them white 


persons, came from the region about 
Lake Okeechobee, Selby said. 
"Conditions in the stricken area 
are growing worse every minute," 
Selby said.' "About 8,000 persons in 
the Lake region are in desperate 
need of clothing, food and medical 
aid." 
"They have been standing in 
water for hours and hours and 
there are a number of cases of 
double pneumonia. There are about 
13,000 homeless In the county. (Palm 
Beach county embraces most of the 
cast 
coast area and Okeechobee 


lake 
sections affected by the 
storm). 


"The estimated damage of Palm 
Beach county, placed yesterday at 


$25,000,000, now is nearer J30.000,- 
000."Sanitary conditions In the lake 
regions are terrible, although con- 
ditions along the coast are fair- 
ly good. In the lake region two 
companies of state national guard 
troops arrived last night and are 
on duty. The sections around Pa- 
hokee and Canal Point are under 
military control.

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PROHIBITION'S BIBLE BASIS 


IS SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


Pauline Principle of Abstnence 
For 
Sake 
Of 
\ 
Others Puts the Christian Dynamic Behind

Society's Most Venturesome Reform.

Several years ago, long before 


the International Lesson Commit- 
tee could have known .that prohi- 
bition would be todav a raging pt>- 


If lltlcal Issue, this present lesson was 


appointed for study, as part of the 
current six months' course upon 
the Life and Letters of Paul. It Is 
timely 'and 
Important that 
this 
phase of the question should 
be 
discussed by the millions of taom- 
bers of the Sunday school. 
For 
debate upon prohibition hr.s EOI.IC- 
how got off the tracks which were 
first laid for its progress; and it Is 
to be regretted that the personal, 
political, social, criminal and. eco- 
nomic aspects of the subject should 
have superseded the-.one causative 
element in the prohibition move- 
ment throughout the world. 


For prohibition is now a world- 
wide question. That fact may not 
be overlooked. The project is un- 
der discussion in all lands and In 
process 
of 
experimentation . in 
.many. 
Herein we nots a rather 
sensational triumph for the Chris- 
tian viewpoint. ""A hundred years 
ago there was nowhere 'any gener- 
al and serious consideration given 
to the possibility of prohibition of 
the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cants. Rum was then everywhere 
used in cood society, including re- 
ligious circles. While abuses of 
strong drink jhave always been de- 
plored, it entered nobody's head 
that the practice 
in its entirety 
might one day become obsolete. 
Only the more modern social con- 
ception of Christianity, which has 
abolished the institution of'slavery 
from ci Ulzation. could entertain 
the vision of a non-alcholic world. 
The leaven of the Gospel works 
slowly; but it does work. 


Why the Church Fights Booio. 
Extremists have contended that 


the -Bible definitely forbids the use 
Of intoxicants. 
This, is not 
so. 
Wine was in common-and accepted 
use by the Hebrews of the Old Tes- 
tament, and by the people of Pat- 
•stine in our Lord's day; and by 
the Christian church in the ceiitur- 
les following. However, both the 
Old and the New Testaments con- 
demn drunkenness. 


Slowly throughout the ages the 
Christian 
teaching 
of unselfish- 


ness, and of the responsibility ol 
the strong for the weak, has taken 
form in social legislation and in so- 
cial practices. 
Paul 
crystallises 


••' the' doctrine in what he wrote to 
the Corinthian Christians concern- 
ing the eating of meat that had 
been sacrificed to idols. This par- 
ticular usage, of the sale of idol- 
tainted meat, has passed away, but 
the principle abides, and is wholly 
analogous to the 
use of strong 


drink. Let us quote his words: 
"Concerning therefore the eating 


of things sacrificed to idols, we 
know that no idol is anything in 
the world, and that there is no God, 
but one. . . . Howbeit there Is 
not in all men that knowledge; but 
.some, being used until now to the 
idol, eat as of a thing sacrificed to 
an idol; and their conscience being 
weak is defiled. But food will not 


s commend us to God; neither, if we 
'eat nbt are we the worse; nor, if 
we e'at, are we the better. 
But 
take heed lest by; any means this 
liberty of yours become a stumb- 
ling block to the weak. For If a 
•man see thee who hast knowledge 
sitting at meat in an idol's temple, 
will not his conscience, if he 
is 
weak, be emboldened, to cat things 
sacrificed to idols? For through 
thy knowledge he that is wealfper- 
isheth, the brother for whose sake 
Christ died. 
And thus, sinning 
against the brethren, and wound- 
Ing their conscience when it 
is 
weak, 
ye sin 
against Christ, 
y/herefore. if meat causeth 
my 


brother to stumble, f will eat no 
flesh for evermore, that I cause 
not my brother to stumble." - 
Tersonal liberty vs. Social 


•'• 
Responsibility. 
In the exercise of his personal 


liberty a Christ'in was entitled to 
eat meat sacrillccd to idols. But 
if by doing so he hurt his fellow 
Christian, then a .higher law than 
personal liberty intervened, which 
Is the law of brotherhoo'd. of Chris- 
,tlan and social responsibility. Col- 
; lective welfare always supersedes 


Individual privilege. 
That clear 


principle has been written 
into 
.modern civilized law bv the Chris- 
ti n- conscience. When one man's 
"rights" become a wrong to his 


' fellows, then they must be surren- 
dered. ' A man's right to'v carry 
a'rms. and to be his own law of 
self-defense, passes away as 
the 
frontier is occupied by civilization. 
A manufacturer's right to poison 
the air with sulphurous fumes, and 
to pollute streams with refuse, is 
taken from him bv law. The right 
of a victim of smallpox to go to a 
motion picture show is withdrawn 
by common consent. The addict's 
personal right to the use of habit- 
forming drugs is abolished by the 
police. 
Tho employer's 
right to 
"sweat" and underpay labor is de- 
nied .him bv the enacted will of the 
commonwealth. 


All of" these accepted and un- 
questioned usages are a clear In- 
vasion of "personal liberty." 
Ac- 
tually, there is no such thing as un- 
restricted "personal liberty"; and 
most of the talk about it in con- 
nection with the liquor traffic is 
unthinking twaddle. There is no 
right belonging to the individual 
which may not be denied him in 
the interest of the common wel- 
fare. Even the right to live must 
at times be surrendered at the call 
of tKe nation. 


All of us together are more Im- 
portant than any one of us individ- 
ually. 
Somebody has 
said' that 
"The finest thine about our rights 
is that they are ours, and so we 
may give them up." That Is what 
Christianity calls upon Its follow- 
ers to do. Paul even thrusts into 
hij argument the supreme Christ- 
r.otive: "When ve sin so against 
the. brethren ve sin against Christ."

DALLAS, Sept. 19.—<fl>-Jed C. 
Adams, national democratic com- 
mlttceman from Texas, Announced 
today that Governor Dan Moody 
had declined his request that he 
apeak for the national democratic 
ticket at the Trl-State Pair in Ami- 
rillo, Sepember 22 to 29. 
Adams, in a telegram to Gov-

J. C. STARK FATALLY BURNED
